50 MHz WORLD-WIDE STANDINGS 

From the December QST issue the following 50 MHz world-wide standings: 


ZS6WB has worked 137 DXCC entities and 632 grid squares; ZS6NK has worked 
119 DXCC entities and 373 grid squares. 


Top scorer SV1DH worked 228 DXCC entities and SM7FJE worked 1 085 grid 
squares. 


ZS6NK has so far made the second longest 6 m contact - 19 360 km, just beaten 
by EH7KW who managed a distance of 19 910 km, only 550 km further.

LICENCE UPGRADE FEE CLARIFICATION 


A fee of R50 will be charged for issuing a certificate that states that an amateur 
has successfully passed an assessment that will allow him/her to upgrade to a 
ZS call sign. 


In the case of SARL members, this fee will be waived and the member will be 
assisted to obtain a ZS-call from ICASA. 


Amateurs who are not members of the SARL, and who have successfully passed 
an assessment to upgrade to a ZS-call, will receive a certificate upon payment 
of the R50 fee, but will have to apply to ICASA direct to upgrade their call to 
ZS. 


Apparently ICASA charges R100 for the change in call sign, and R27 for the 


new license.

The sunspot number was 56,7 on Thursday as against 52,3 of the previous 
week. On 29 November it was 40 for only a short period. Sun activity was weak 
with with only a few active areas on the sun’s surface. No mentionable corona 


openings are expected for the following few days. Despite this some good open- 
ings were experienced during the past week, but is was really one of very few 
activities.. The prediction for this week is that conditions will again be weak.
